Interest pay- 
ments are also very considerable, so 
that the month of July always is a 
very expensive month for the treasury. 

To illustrate, the total expenditures 
of the government for the month of 
July last year were $52,320,000. They 
will exceed $55,000,000 this year, where- 
as in August last year they dropped 
down to $45,349,000. If there is a corre. 
sponding drop this year, and it is ex- 
pected there will be, and the revenue 
keeps about as it.is, it can be seen that 
the piling up of the surplus in the 
treasury for the year will get well un- 
der way bay the coming month of 
August. Even last year with the great 
revenue then pouring into the treas- 
ury there was a surplus for July of 
only a few d dollars, and ex- 
penditures were not so large, as they 
have been during the current month. 


$40,646,000, still below July expendi- 
tures. 

Of course there can be no compari- 
gon between internal revenue receipts 
this year and those of a year ago on 
account of the War Revenue Bill. It 
may be noted, however, that the total 
internal revenue teceipts for July last 
year were $28,338,000, and for the first 
twenty-eight days of the present 
month $19,794,000. The customs receipts 
for the entire month last year were 
$21,263,000, and for t first twenty- 
eight days of the p nt month they 
foot up $21,037,000, showing clearly that 
even the remarkable importing busi- 
ness of a year ago is being outstripped 
at the present time. 

Of course the fulfillment of the pre- 
diction that the treasury will end the 
year with a surplus must depend large- 
ly upon the customs duties levied upon 
imports and upon the amount of goods 
imported. That all has been taken 
into consideration by the treasury of- 
ficials, and they, making calculations 
as business gnen conducting the busi- 
ness of the government, see no indi- 
cations of coming disappointment.

{London Telegraph:[ More than 300 
pages are occupled by the elaborate 
statistics prepared by the registrar- 
general of births, marriages and deaths 
in England for the year 199). Even 
the dispassionate official presentment 
cannot rob the figures of the great in- 
terest they naturally possess. We find 
that during the period dealt with 16 
per 1000 of the population entered into 
the married state. The lowest rate 
was that of Rutlandshire, viz., 11.9, 
while London seems to enjoy the cli- 
mate most favorable to matrimony, as 
it heads the list with elghteen nup- 
tials to every 1000 of its inhabitants. 
Ot the 257,480 marriages registered in 
England ang Wales during 1900, 173,060 
were solemnized according to the rites 
of the established church. Among 
those who went through the wedding 
ceremony were 24,277 widowers, 17,518 
widows and 202 men and 188 women 
who had been separated from former 
partners by Sir Francis Jeune’s court.

In other words, it 10 per cent. of 
the workingmen of the United States 
have certain rights which should be 
-pretected, have not the other 80 per 
cent—excluding the drones—some 
claim upon those who set theniselves 
up as protectors and defenders of 
labor? Where do they come in? It 
may be said that they should all join 
the association of which Mr. Gom- 
pers is the national representative, or 
some other trades-union. With equal 
logic, you might claim that a man in 
order to have his interests looked 
after, should not become a member of 
the Knights of Pythias, but of the 
Order of Woodmen of the World, or 
some other similar organization, at 
the demand, perhaps, of the opposing 
body.

be connected with the business houses 
with which they trade. This departure 
is new only in this part of the coun- 
try. It has been tried with success 
throughout the Eastern States, and 
there it has been of great benefit to the 
farmers. 
The new system will be known as 
„Farmers Lines, and that is exactly 
what they will be. It will depend upon 
the farmers themselves, whether they 
take advantage of the opportunity of- 
fered them, for it will be within their 
wer to secure as good telephone serv- 
as subscribers at less cost. 
. Whe scheme is very simple. The cam-

pany will lease telephones to any per- 
son, including all necessary pll- 
ances to make connections, batteries, 
Ste., for $6 per annum, 60 cents a 
month. It will build to the city limits 
a loop line from its central office, and 
will there connect with any line which 
the out-of-town subscribers may build, 
and will keep such line In repatr. 
Beyond the terminus of this line the 
subscribers may extend any sort of 
line they wish. They may use barbed- 
wire fences or they may take their own 
teams to set their poles and stretch 
their wires in any manner which will 
make service possible, and it does not 
take much of a line to make possible 
telephonic communication.

Science That Have Been 


Lost to the World Through Secrecy 
of Their Discoverer. 


[Tit aye The maxim which 
states that silence is golden has cost 
the world some of the greatest dis- 
coveries of modern times, for not a 
few of the inventors whose names 
would have been handed down to pos- 
terity as public benefactors have been 
killed by their secrets before they 
would consent to divulge them to their 
fellow-beings. 

In 1896 all Europe was startied by the 
discovery of a new explosive called 
fulminite, which it was believed would 
revolutionize modern warfare. It was 
the invention of an Exeter scientist 
named Sawbridge, and samples of the 
explosive which were tested by the 
government revealed the fact that its 
power was three times greater than 
that of cordite, and in consequence it 
would treble the range of a rifie bul- 
let. The German government offered 


Salbridge £20,000 for his inven- 
tion, which he re-
